Nikita Khrushchev will come to 
East Germany to attend the Leip­ 
zig Trade Fair which opens Sun­ 
day . Presumably he will use the 
occasion to talk over the Berlin 
crisis with East German officials.

WASHINGTON (A P)-T he Dem­ 
ocratic party ’s decision to hold 
its 1960 convention in Los Angeles 
appeared likely to move Califor­ 
nia’s Gov. Edmund G. Brown into 
a kingmaker role in the presiden­ 
tial nominating contest. 
The committee voted 7 1-35 Fri­ 
day to hold its nominating con- 
venton in Los Angeles. Chicago 
and Philadelphia members fought 
this decision in an acrimonious 
five-hour session of the group but 
lost by votes ranging from 68-37 
to 67 -39. 
Brown will get an early chance 
to display himself to the conven­ 
tion delegates 
in 
a 
welcoming 
speech. It was with just such 
a 
speech that Adlai E. Stevenson 
brought the house down in the 
1952 Chicago convention that later 
nominated him for president. 
Probably nobody in California 
thinks that Brown is a 
serious 
candidate. But as a favorite son 
he 
can 
control California’s pow­ 
erful convention vote on the first 
ballot. After that he can attem pt 
to throw the state’s important del­ 
egation behind another candidate. 
With the convention site settled, 
the Democrats turn their atten­ 
tion to a $100-a-plate victory din­ 
ner here 
tonight. 
Two 
Tex ans, 
Senate Democratic Leader Ly n­ 
don Johnson and House Speaker 
San. Ray burn, will be the main 
speakers. 
Camille F. Gravel Jr. of Lou­ 
isian. who headed the site sub­ 
committee, said the party would 
get about $7 50,000 in benefits from 
Los Angeles. 
The convention will open July 
11, 1960, in the Los Angeles Arena 
which is now 80 per cent com­ 
plete.

J aco b had twelv e so ns, but o f these he lo v ed J o seph 
best. J o seph was a child o f his wife Rachel. 
Because J aco b sho wed g reater fav o r to J o seph, his 
bro thers’ env y was aro used and they so ld him into slav ­ 
ery to an Eg y ptian o fficer named Po tiphar. 
The fam iliar sto ry o f J o seph and his bro thers is to ld 
so beautifully and so co mpletely by Mo ses in the Bo o k 
o f Genesis, that to g iv e a co ndensed v ersio n o f it here 
wo uld o nlv spo il the inspired narrativ e. 
As fo r the character o f J o seph, it was o ne that mig ht 
well serv e as a mo del fo r children o f all time. 
Mo ses tells us that he “ dilig ently ex ercised himself to 
hav e alway s a co nscience v o id o f o ffense to wards Go d 
and to wards m a n/’ 
Because he felt o nly lo v e, ev en to wards tho se who did 
him harm, and because he was humble, g rateful, and 
resig ned, Go d was able to speak to him. 
This quality sto o d him in g o o d stead later in life 
when he was brtmg ht befo re the king o f Eg y pt to inter­ 
pret the ruler's dream. So perfectly did J o seph do this, 
o wing to the awareness g iv en him by Go d, that Pharao h 
made him the Prime Minister o f Eg y pt. 
Ano ther characteristic o f J o seph, which runs like 
a 
g o lden thread thro ug h his sto ry , is his deep lo v e and 
respect fo r his father. 
Ev en after twenty y ears’ a b sen ce, w h en he ha d 
chang ed fro m a y o ung ho y into a mature ruler, his first 
questio n to his bro thers (who did no t reco g nize him) 
was: 
"Is y o ur father y et aliv e?” 
This bo nd o f affectio n between J o seph and J aco b was 
mo re than the mutual lo v e o f father and so n. It was 
the deep feeling o f co mmo n purpo se between two per­ 
so ns, bo th o f who m were who lly dedicated to the serv ice 
o f Gcd. 
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We may attempt to ig no re this 
fact, ev en try to deny it, bu t ev en­ 
tu ally we find o u rselv es face to 
face with it, so we are better o ff 
if we take a lo o k at it alo ng the 
way .

Yale's Griswold Didn't Say It 


Our friends the headline writers made it 
ap p ear for a brief time that Yale Univ ersity 's 
p resident, Alfred Whitney Griswold, finally 
had broken the silence barrier on the athletic 
scholarship swindle. 
But instead of referring to the scholarship s 
themselv es as a swindle in a sp eech at The 
.Johns Hop kins Univ ersity , President 
Gris­ 
wold, it turned out, referred to them as a 
swindle on the kind of education ev ery col­ 
lege student should receiv e. He was com­ 
p laining that athletes who went to college 
on atlv etic scholarship s were not getting the 
kind of education they deserv ed. 
What really needs to be said on this sub­ 
ject is that the athletes are not getting the 
kind of money they deserv e for their im­ 
p ortant role in the entertainment business, 
which is what big-time football is. 
None of them, it is safe to assume, makes 


in cash, v alue in lieu of cash, or in both 
more than a fifth of what his serv ices are 


demonstrably worth at the box office. Grant­ 


ed that many p igskin entertainers who work 


for p eanuts as amateurs are doing so for a 


chance to catch the ey e of scouts for p rofes­ 
sional teams, 
there still is 
no reason a labor­ 
er on the gridiron 
should 
not be worthy of 
his hire 
At the v ery least, he should be entitled to 
a chance to come back to the camp us to 
become a full-fledged student m case he ca- 
not make the grade with the p rofessionals 
when be has 
been judged 
ready for the big 
time. At the 
v ery most, he should 
be en­ 
titled to a coup le hundred dollars a game, 
in recognition of the quarter of a million 
that Alma Mater may be raking in at the 
lox office. 


Rockefeller and the Day of Reckoning 


Gov . Rockefeller’s jut jawed p olicy that 


New York should p ay for what it wants with 


no more deficit financing, is closer to the 


p olicy being hammered out by President Ei- 


tenhower than had ap p eared at first. 
There are two way s to balance a budget. 
1. To make sp ending match income; 
2. To make income match sp ending. 
President Eisenhower is arguing in Wash­ 
ington that sp ending should not be greater 
than income. 
Gov . Rockefeller is arguing in Albany that 
income should be equal to sp ending. 
The difference in their ap p roach is that 
New York already is committed to a sp end­ 
ing Drogram and cannot get out from under 
it. As the New York Times summed up the 
p roblem: 
“ New York State has been running down­ 
hill to insolv ency through increased sp end­ 
ing unaccomp anied by increased tax ation for 


four y ears at least. The legislature committed 
itself to v ast increases in state aid to educa­ 
tion in formulas that would become more 
costly each ensuing y ear. It did not enact 
new tax es: instead, whenev er a good p olitical 
occasion offered and with the blessing of 
Gov . Harriman, it gav e the tax p ay ers a 
‘div idend’ of inccme tax ‘forgiv eness.’ ” 
Gov . Rockefeller is calling for a day of 
reckoning—a return to financial integrity . 
Ev en Gov . Williams in Michigan—the Far 
Deal’s belov ed “Soap y ”—is hav ing a day of 
reckoning. Michigan is so broke it cannot 
meet ordinary p ay roll ex p enses. Pay less p ay 
day s are imminent. 
In Washington, it’s easier to write more 
debt on the cuff and leav e it for p ensioners 
and tomorrow’s children to worry about. But 
the issue is the same wherev er it comes to 
a climax : How long can a gov ernment run 
into oebt 
without undermining 
the 
con- 
idence that underlies its credit? 


Nepotism Was Never Like This 


The latest discov ery of nep otism in Wash­ 
ington is not likely to lead to any thing sen­ 
sational. 
The only really sensational thing about 
nep otism in Washington, any other cap ital, 
or any other form of gov ernment would be 
to discov er that it had gone out of sty le. 
That nev er will hap p en while human nature 
stay s the way it is. 
It is as natural as breathing to be kind 
to relativ es. Nep otism came into ex istence 
as a p ractice in the Vatican, where nep hews 
had an inside track for desirable ap p oint­ 
ments. There is a good kind of nep otism as 
well as the kind now being p ublicized. “Nep o­ 
tism ” in one sense means to be fond of 
one’s nep hews. 
But the kind of nep otism that is rediscov ­ 
ered in Washington ev ery so often is nothing 
that innocent. It is the kind that hogs one 
• r more ex tra salaries on a gov ernment p ay ­ 


roll by ap p ointing wiv es and relativ es to 
jobs. These p eop le may or may not do their 
jobs well; most of them p robably work hard, 
knowing they are under scrutiny . But as soon 
as it is known they are relativ es, they are 
subject to criticism. 
It is one thing in p riv ate enterp rise for the 
boss to take care of his relativ es, but it 
rankles twice as deep to know that some 
p eop le are on gov ernment p ay rolls because 
they were p ut there by ev er-lov ing members 
of their own families. 
Nep otism in gov ernment cannot be forbid­ 
den, lout it needs to be discouraged, and 
alway s will be as long as the p ress in the 
United States is free to tell who is holding 
jobs and why . 
Some of the new Democratic congressmen 
w» nt to Washington this y ear imbued with 
the idea that the federal cow should be milked 
to the limit. 


Asian Fluf Now European 


The flu that's “going around”—and that 
is more than a figure of sp eech — will be 
called “Europ ean flu,” to distinguish it from 
other flus, if it turns into an ep idemic. 
Few cases hav e shown up so far, but out­ 
breaks that hav e been making hundreds of 
thousands of Europ eans miserable are ex ­ 
p ected to hav e rep ercussions in the United 
States. 
If that hap p ens, the Asian flu of last y ear 
may be to blame. After last y ear’s Asian flu 
had ’.aid millions low, it was p redictable that 
it would show up this winter in a second 
round — and Europ e’s p resent ep idemic may 
be the beginning. 
Flu is named according to the p lace it is 
susp ected of hav ing come from, nev er for 
where it hap p ens to be. 
In World War I, it was called “Sp anish 
flu” in the United States and Canada. Rus­ 
sians called 
it “Chinese flu.” Europ eans 
called it “ Russian flu,” and the Jap anese 
called it “American flu.” 
Europ ean flu, it would ap p ear, is as good 
a name as any , if enough of it "goes around” 
to deserv e a sp ecial name. 
Two things about it will be imp ortant to 
remem ber, if it gets started. First, there is 
p lenty of v accine av ailable, because it p rob- 
abfy will be suscep tible to the same v accine 
dev elop ed for “ Asian flu.” 
Second, any kind of flu should be taken

How Democrat candidates f o r 
gov ernor and U.S.* senator used 
scientific p olitical op inion p olls to 
guide their camp aign strategy in 
the last election is best shown by 
a few ex amp les. Cop ies of 11 of 
th^se p olls conducted by Louis Har­ 
is and Associates of New York 
hav e just been made av ailable to 
this writer for a first rep ort of 
their content. 
Adv antages of the state p oll p oli­ 
tical technique were first shown in 
Maine, which held its election in 
Sep tember. 
A 
surv ey 
made 
in 
May showed that the issues both­ 
ering v oters the most were: un­ 
emp loy ment 56 p er cent, hi g h 
tax es 18 p er cent, schools 13 p er 
cent, high p rices 11 p er cent, low 
wages, 8 p er cent, gov ernme n t 
sp ending. 8 p er cent and better 
roads 8 p er cent. 


FOREIGN POLICY issues were 
at the bottom of the list. Only 8 
p er cent were bothered a b o u t 
keep ing the p eace and 5 p er cent 
about keep ing up with the Rus­ 
sians on missiles. But 11 p er cent 
tell the need of new leadership 
in Washington. 
The p oll showed Gov ernor Mus- 
kie. running for U.S. Senate, was 
credited by 68 p er cent of the 
v oters with hav ing done a good 
job at home. So he could run on 
his own record. 
The p eop le of Maine had been 
hard hit by the recession. And the 
p oll showed that was the one big 
issue to concentrate on. cap italiz­ 
ing on uneasiness about Washing­ 
ton.

In California and Ohio — where

candidates 
Edmund G. <Pat> Brown for gov ­ 
ernor and Clair Engle for U.S. sen­ 
ator in California. Mike DiSalle for 
gov ernor and Step hen Young for 
U.S. senator in Ohio therefore con­ 
centrated on these issues and court­ 
ed labor. 
California and Ohio p olls show­ 
ed one marked difference which 
stales.

Some reliable news sources in 
Washington recently rep orted that

The President is annoy ed and 
alarmed, the rep orts say , because 
the Chief Justice has been a ring­ 
leader in destroy ing v ital internal 
security safeguards. 
It is to be hop ed that the Pres­ 
ident will make a p ublic statement 
on this. To much is at stake — 
our liberty and our liv es — when 
any agency of the gov ernment des­ 
troy s carefully legislated laws v it­ 
al to the structure of our national 
defense. 
The President may not sp eak 
out: the code of p olitics or p er­ 
sonal considerations may imp ose 
self-censorship . 
A notable case of censorship that 
backfired in the same area of dan­ 
ger. when p owerful forces outside 
or within the American Bar Asso­ 
ciation managed to hav e the Asso­ 
ciation by p ass a rep ort of a sp e­ 
cial committee of the Association 
which had made the study of Com­ 
munist tactics/ strategy and ob­ 
jectiv es. 
This 
sp ecial 
committee 
was 
headed by Peter Camp bell Brown, 
former chairman of the Subv ersiv e 
Activ ities Control Board, and num­ 
bered in its membership seme of 
the most distinguished lawy ers in 
America. 


ALTHOUGH THE strategy 
o f 
those who wanted to sidetrack the 
rer>ort was successful at the .Amer­ 
ican Bar Association national con­ 
v ention. 
Senator 
Sty les 
Bridges 
was told of its imp ortance; he se­ 
cured a cop y and obtained con­ 
sent of the U.S. Senate to hav e it 
p rinted in the Record. 
It is damaging to those Sup ­ 
reme Court justices wTho v oted to 
destroy our internal security laws. 
The rep ort lists 20 decisions on 
Communism handed down by the 
Sup reme Court in the last tw o 
y ears. Each of the 20 decisions 
was a p riceless v ictory for world 
Communism. Each weakened Am­ 
erica’s internal security . 
The rep ort of this ABA sp ecial 
committee 
calls 
attention 
to a 
statement by J. Edgar Hoov er, 
director of the FBI: 
“It would 
be the worst kind of folly to allow 
the sp y and subv ersiv e immunity 
through technical rather than log­ 
ical interp retation of the law while 
they p lot the destruction of our 
democratic form of gov ernment.”

kind of folly ” 
means national suicide! Many feel 
that the Sup reme Court, in p ro­ 
tecting the Communist consp iracy , 
is committing us to national sui­ 
cide. 


THE BAR ASSOCIATION com­ 
mittee set forth 10 sp ecific rec­ 
ommendations designed to restore 
the structure of security wrecked 
by the Sup reme Court. Each 
of 
the 10 recommendations 
begi n s 


The recommendations call up on 
Congress to p ass legislation recon­ 
structing the bulwarks torn down 
by the Sup reme Court. This com­ 
mittee of distinguished and nation­ 
ally -known lawy ers also called up ­ 
on Congress and the President to 
“re-ev aluate the p olicy of recog­ 
nition of Sov iet Russia and its sat­ 
ellites.” 
“ Four American p residents re­ 
fused to recognize the Communist 
gov ernment of Russia,” the com­ 
mittee wrote, 
“ and it remained 
weak and ineffectiv e so long as it 
was unrecognized. Nothing would 
slow 
down 
the 
Communist line 
more definitely than if the United 
Staes w'ere to recognize the nec­ 
essity of treating Sov iet Russia as 
an outlaw and p utting its R e d 
agents in the same 
category . 
It 
would 
dry up the channels 
by 
which 
Sov iet Russia sp reads 
Us 
p rop aganda, directs its esp ionage 
ana enforces its discip line on cer­ 
tain of our citizens.” 


ANOTHER ADMONITION to the 
President and Congress was: "Be 
p rep ared with a p lan of action: 
One 
of the 
sev eral 
lessons we 
learned from the Hungarian rebel­ 
lion in October, 1956 was that the 
West has no p lan of action.” 
This rep ort is one of the most, 
v aluable documents of its k i n d 
av ailable to American citizens who 
earnestly wish to learn the nature 
of Communism and what we must 
do to combat its ex p anding p ower 
within America. 
Jt is somewhat frightening 
to 
k.iow that such a rep ort — based 
on irrefutable documented facts— 
was withheld from the ABA con 
v ention floor: in effect, “sup p res­ 
sed.” 
Step s were taken recently 
to bring it to p ublic attention by 
submitting it to the ABA’s House 
of Delegates. 
Thp 
committee’s rep ort closes 
with this warning: “ We can 
no 
more sav e our Rep ublic from Com­ 
munism, merely by say ing we are 
against Communist, than p arents 
car* sav e their children from p olio 
by ferv ently being against p olio.

Thus equipped, she got 
into her car, drove 100 miles to 
the outskirts of Atlanta, registered 
under an 
assumed name 
in a 
¡motel and prepared for the ter­ 
rible act of self-destruction. 
She paced the room, trying to 
work herself up to do what she 
planned to do. It so happened 
there was 
a newspaper in the 
room which had been provided 
by the management for guests. 
She picked it up and nervously 
leafed through itt not really see­ 
ing anything. Then, suddenly, by 
some strange perceptiveness she 
saw an advertisement in small 
typ e.. It seemed to leap out of 
the paper at her. “ If you are in 
trouble,” it read, “ dial a prayer.” 
And a telephone number was given 


THE IDEA OF PRAYING grip­ 
ped her mind and she said to 
herself, ‘‘If I ’m going to end my 
life, it’s only right that I should 
hear a prayer before I die.” There 
was no telephone in the motel 
room, so she went into the office 
where she found a telephone booth. 
She dropped her dime in the 
«lot, dialed the number and soon 
a strong, friendly, confident voice 
was saying to her: “God is your 
refuge and your strength, an ever­ 
present help in time of yo u r 
trouble. I give you an affirmation. 
Say it after me: ‘God is my refuge. 
God is my strength. God is my 
peace. I am now receiving the 
assurance that I can gain victory 
over my trouble.* ”

There is no one reading these 
words who cannot get satisfactory 
answers to his proolems if he 
will pray in depth, with real mean­ 
ing, real desire and real humihty. 
Pray, with supplication, with de­ 
votion and with thanksgiving; and 
power over difficulty will come. I 
haven’t any doubt about it. Neither 
will you when you try it. 


April 30 Deadline 
On Personal Taxes 
The deadline for filing personal 
property tax returns with the coun­ 
ty auditor is April 30. All indi­ 
viduals, partnerships, associations 
and corporations engaged in busi­ 
ness are required to file. 
Al! residents of Ohio owning in* 
¡tangible property are also requir­ 
ed to file returns. Individutls, part­ 
nerships, corporations and associa­ 
tions must rile in each cou n t y 
where they own taxable property. 
Mandatory penalties and additional 
charges are provided by statute 
for the filing of returns by April 
30. 
All tax collected is paid to the 
local county treasurer and is used 
for local schools, linraries, health, 
police and fire services. Last year 
j the tax paid to the county treasur­ 
ers on personal property was ap- 
i proximately $155,000,000 and t h e 
| tax paid on intangible property 
was approximately $31,000,000. 
Personal property tax forms for 
filing returns are to be obtained 
frcm the county auditor’s office.
